Jordanian ambassador 


WASHINGTON (Petraj — Jor- 
dan's new ambassador to the U.S.. 
Ibra^ Izz^din, Tliursday pre- 
sented his credentials to President 
Ronald Reagan at the White 
House. Mr. lueddin conveyed to 
the U.S. president and the Ame- 
rican people the greetings of His 
Maje^ King Hussein and the 
people and government of Jordan, 
the Jordanian News Agency. 
Petra, said. 

Prerident Reagan expressed his 
appreciation of and pride in his 
strong friendship with King Hus- 
sein and asked the new- amb- 
assador to convey his and the 
American government and peo- 
ple's warm greetings to the King, 
the Jordanian people and gov- 
ernment, Petra said. 

President Reagan pointed out 


that Jordan has become a model 
for economic and educational 
•advancement in the Arab region, 
Petra added. Jordan' s top political 
priorities have made it a leading 
country in the area, and an imp-' 
oitant factor in the region's sta- 
bility, Mr. Reagan said and exp- 
ressed his determination to con- 
tinue extending support to Jor- 
dan's stand. Petra added. 

The U.S. president also pointed 
out that the “ special and historical 
relations between Jordan and the 
Palestinian people offers Jordan a 
distinguished position to assist the 
Palestinians reach their legitimate 
rights, Petra said. 

Mr. Reagan also expressed app- 
reciation for Jordan's role in the 
drive for seeking a just peace in 
the region, Petra concluded. 


At a preparatory meeiing Thu- 
rsday. the first of its kind for about

The dispute over the venue 
could yet prove crucial to the cha- 
nces of the fuU conference getting 
olf the ^und. President Amin 
Cemayel favours his palace out- 
side Beirut, whfle PSP leader 
Walid Junblatt wants a mote neu- 
tral she. 

Junblatt in Amman 

.Mr. Junblatt arrived Amman 
Thursday, cutting short a plamied 
series of meetings with Europetm' 
■Socialist leaders to reruni to the 
Middle East. 

Mr.' Junblatt had arrived une- 
xpectedly in Paris on Tuesday 
evening from Stockholm, where 
he told reporters he was breaking 
off his European tour because the 
current ceasefire in Lebanon was 
precarious. 

Meanwhile a spokesman for the 
U.S. .Marines said one Marine was 
killed and another wounded at the 


airport in the latest of what he said ] 
was a series of incidents designed 
to provoke them to take ret- 
aliatory action. 

“Over the last few days there , 
has been a pactern of attacks on

The two Marines, both driving 
jeeps inside the perimeter of the 
airport, were hit in separate att- 
acks by sniper fire from Shfite 
.Muslim areas to the northeast, 
said another spokesman. .Major 
Bob Jordan. 

The airport is the base for the 
1.600 U.S. Marines serving in the 
ioteroatioaal peacekeeping force 
in Beirut. 

ITie .Marine who died was shot 
ifl.ihe chest and then received a 
head injury, possibly as his jeep 
qvercua^ed. .Majpr^Jordan said, 
fiedii^ wftikWing evacuated te 
a U.S. Navy ship offshore. 

The other was wounded in both 
legs and was being cared for on a 
L>.S. ship. .Mr. Jordan said. 

The names of both were wit- 
hheld until their families could be 
notified. 

.Minutes before the first attack. 
“Charlie Company” in .the same 
area came under fire from small 
amis and rocket-propelled gre- 
nades. 

Later in the morning, gunmen 
'fired on the .Marine^ helicopter 
landing pad and “Charlie Com- 
pany” returned fire with aut- 
omatic weapons. Sporadic exc- 
hange of fire continued until sho- 
rtly after midday. Warrant Officer 
Rowe said. 

UiuTsday night a .Marine was 
slightly wounded in the leg when 
someone in a speeding car hurled ' 
a grenade at a .Marine unit near

Kuwait: Gulf states 
will defend Hormuz 


KUWAIT.(R) — A special envoy 
-of Kuwait's Emir Sheikh Jaber /J 
Ahmad Al Sabah said Friday Gulf 
states will take action if shipping in 
the Gulf is threatened. 

Sheikh Jaber Ali Al Sabah .told 
reporters on his return ftom a 
four-day visii to Oman: “Foil 
cooperation exists among Gulf 
states to ensure safety of nav- 
igation in the Strah of Honnuz.” 

Ir^ has threatened to disrupt 
oil movements in the Gulf if Iraq, 
its enemy in the three-year-old 
Gulf war. hampers Iran's oil shi- 
pments.. 

“There is no need to close the 
strait or to desteoy oil installations 
in the regfon,'* Sli^Tth Jaber mid. 
..“If shiffimg is threatened, .nS 
GulfsiatescoUectively wiU be tor- 
ced to prevent this whatever the 
source of the threat may be.” he 
said. 

U.S. warns Iran 

The White House Thursday 
wanied Iran that any move to 
close the Strah of (formuz and 
block the Gulf oil route would be 


viewed as a serious threat meriting 
action by the Unhed States. 

No specific contingency plan 
was disclosed. But Pentagon off- 
icials said on Tuesday that 2,000 
U.S. Marines stationed off the 
Lebanese coast had left for dep- 
loyment in the hidian Ocean. 

The White Ifouse warning came 
in remarks by spokesman Larry 
Speakes when asked bow the 
Reagan administration viewed 
Iran’s threats. 

“We would view with grave 
concern attempts by any party to 
interfere with the right of passage 
by non-belligerent shipping Utf- 
ough mtemational waters,” Mr. 
Speakes said. 

.• “The principle of freedom of 
navigation in the Gulf is an imp- 
ortant interest for the int- 
eroauooal community. 

“If this principle should be eba- 
Ueoged, apart from whatever act- 
ion we may deem (necessary) in 
U.S. interests, we would consult 
urgently with chose states most 
directly concerned in the region 
and the wider international com- 
munity” 


Clark’s reassignment does not signal 
change in policy, says White House 


WASHINGTON (R) — The 
White House said Friday the dep- 
arture of William Clark from his 
job as national security adviser 
does not signal any change in U.S. 
foreign policy or in the role of Sec- 
retary of State George Shultz. 

“Foreign policy is set in the 
(Presideat Reagan's) Oval Office. 
Clark was reflecting the pre- 
sidenf s direction in foreign policy 
and whoever the successor will be 
will also reflect the president’s 
direction.” While House spo- 
kesman Lany Speakes said. 

He did not say when a successor 
would be named for Mr. Clark, a 
long-time Reagan loyalist and 
hard-line conservative who was 
named Thursday to replace James 
Wan as interior secreiaiy- 

Mr. Speakes refused to say if 
special Middle East envoy Robert 
McFarlane. Mr. Clark’s deputy,, 
was the leading contender to rep- 
lace him. U.N. Ambassador Jeane 
Kirkpatrick has also been men-’ 
tioned. 

Mr. McFarlane returned from' 
the Middle East on Wednesday 
and is to brief Mr. Reagan and Mr. 


Shultz on the results of his att- 
empts to stop the fighting in Leb- 
anon later Friday. 

There have been frequent rep- 
orts in Washington chat Mr. Shultz 
was unhappy with his role, feeling 
that he had been forced to play 
second fiddle to Clark, a 
long-time confidant of Mr. Rea- 
gan. 

Incumbents of the two top for- 
eign policy poses have clashed on a 
number of occasions under ’pre- 
vious adntinistrations. 

vir. Speakes said that vtr. 
Clark’s departure would not make 
any difference to Mr.Shultz'srole. 

Mr. Shultz is regarded as more 
pragmatic than the conservative 
Gark, who has beep pressing Mr. 
Reagan to make a strong militap' 
stand against leftist activity in 
Central America. 

Removing Mr. Clark from his 
White House role might also lead 
to increased harmony among Mr. 
Reagan’s top advisers. Mr. Clark 
,had frequently been at log-- 
gerheads with >^ite House Chief 
of Staff James Baker and his dep- 
uty Michael Deaver. who tend to 


be quicker to compromise with the' 
political opposition. 

Mr. Reagan's announcement 
came as a surprise. Zbigniew Brz- 
ezinski. who held the national sec- 
urity post in the Carter adm- 
inistraTion, said on television it 
was regrettable fof the continuity 
of U.S. foreign (mlicy that Mr. 
Clark was leaving. 

Democrat and Republican sen- 
ators also criticised the move as 
suggesting uncertainty in U.S. for- 
eign policy at a difficult time. 

“At a critical juncture in ouf 
foreign relations, .suddenly the 
post of netional security adviser is 
apparently up for grabs.” Indiana 
Republican Senator Dan Quayle 
said. 

Paul Tsongas. a liberal Dem- 
ocratic senator from Mas- 
sachusetts. said the move “does 
refleci the continued disarray of 
this administration's foreign pol- 
icy.” 

He noted Mr. Cark is being 
nominated at a time when Mr. 
McFarlane is still invoK’ed in Mid- 
dle East negotiations. 


Super Etendards will be 
delivered soon, says Iraq 


PARIS (R) — Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein said Thursday be 
expected five French Super Ete- 
oitod jets to be delivered to Iraq 
before the end of ttus month, the 
domestic French news agency 
ACP reported. 

President Hussein's remtuks u 
a meeting with French journalists 
in Baghdad were the first dear 
indicatioa that the planes armed 
with Exocet missiles have not yet 
arrived in Iraq. 

The French government has 
imposed a total news blackout on 
the deUveiy of the aircraft. 

ACP quoted President Hussein 
as saying that France had assured 


Iraq that ns commitments would 
be honoured. 

.“We ate convinced that France 
win keep its promises and that 
consequently the planes will arrive 
in Baghdad before the end of this 
fflonth,” he said. 

He made it clear that Iraq would 
not accept any conditions on the 
use of the Super Etendards. say- 
ing: “They are our arms. We are 
paying for them. Their use>will 
depend on our analyses... we will 
act according to our interests.” 

He added: “A bombardment of 
Iran's Kharg cTil terminal will dep- 
rive that country of its resources 
for numerous years.”

He said Kuwait. Algeria and the 
Soviet Union were mediating to 
prevent a military confrontation* 
between Syrian and Palestinian 
forces, 

Mr. Arafat was expelled from 
Damascus in J une after he accused 
Syria of supporting Fateh rebels. 
Syria denied the charge. 

He said Thursday the Syrian 
forces had “ reached the doorsteps, 
of Tripoli, some even reaching the 
doorsteps of the Palestinian ref- 
ugee camps at Nahr Bared and 
Beddawf." 


Shamir faces tough task 
to replace finance chief 


TEL AVIV (R) — Israeli Prime 
Minis ter Yitzfaak Shamir’s plan to 
quickly name a new finance min- 
ister rao into trouble Friday as his 
party split on who should fill the 
post, a govemraeni official said. • 

“You tn^hc describe the pro- 
blem as an embarrassment of ric- 
hes." a spokesman for Mr. Shamir 
told reporters. *‘We simply have 
too many highly capable can- 
didates.” 

Mr. Shamir said Thursday he 
hoped to name on Sunday or 
Monday a replacement for Yoram 
Aiidor, who resigned amid a pub-' 
lie uproar over hte plan to litik the 
entire Israeli economy to the U.S. 
dollar. 

The prime minisc^, who only 
took over from the ailing Men- 
achem Begin last Monday, quickly 
dissociated himself and his coa- 
lition government from the “dol- 
larisation” plan saying it had only 
!been one of a numter of ideas 
.submitted to rehabilitate IsraeFs 
admittedly sick economy. 

According to political party off- 
liciaft and Israeli’ newspapers, the 


leading conteuders for tne Fin-, 
ance ?^nistry portfolio are former- 
Defence Minister Ezer Weizman. 
Deputy Prime Minister David 
Levy and Energy Minister Yit- 
zhak Modai. 

Most papers said Mr. Shamir 
favoured Weizman, the fla- 
mboyant former air force com- 
mander who broke with Mr. Begio 
over the Palestinian problem in 
1980 and was then expeOed, from 
the National Herut (freedom) 
Party. 

Bitterly opposing Weizman is 
the small ultra-nationalist Tehiya 
(renaissance ) Party which has thr- 
eatened to quit, the coalition with 
its three parliamentary votes if he 
gets the finance post. 

Many Herut Party stalwarts are 
.pushing the candidacy of Deputy 
prime Minister Levy, recalling the. 
pivotal role he played in hetpbg to 
settle prolonged strikes at El Al' 
airline and in the government. 


Shainir rules oiit *dtrflarisation,' 
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if observer force still 
ted amidst renewed clashes

LONDON — A neutral observer force to monitor 
the cease^e in Lebanon is still not in place more - 


than two weeks after hostilities ended, despite pro- 
tracted backstage efforts. 


Greece and Italy have said they 
would send observers but the pre- 
dominantly Dnize Lebanese Pro- 
gressive Socialist Pany (PSP) has 
called for a delay in their arrival. 

Western diplomats said moves 
to establish the observer force had 
been hindered by differences 
among the parties involved, inc- 
luding opposing views on the role 
of the United Nations. 

No country has taken a lead in 
coordinating efforts to set up the 
force as the United States did in 
establishing a four-nation pea- 
cekeeping force stationed in Bei- 
rut for the past year, the diplomats 
said. 

Most of Lebanon has been calm 
since the ceaseSre went into effect 
on Sept. 26. 

But violations Thursday and 
Friday have highlighted the fra- 
gility of the ceasefire in the abs- 
ence of an effective neutral obs-, 
erver force. 

The Saudi-mediated ceasefire 
ended two weeks of fierce fighting 
involving the Syrian-backed 
Druze and their ShPite .Muslim all- 


ies against the Lebanese array and 
Falangist militias. 

U.S. warships joined in the later 
stages of the fitting when they 
shelled leftist positions, ostensibly 
in support of .American troops sta- 
tioned ashore in the peacekeeping 
force. Syria and its leftist allies 
accused the United States of tak- 
ing sides in the war.

Syria rejected the idea of setting 
up a U.N. observer force on the 
ground that the United Nations 
might send soldiers from countries 
not neutral in the conflict. 

The U.N. idea was backed by 
the four members of the 5.500- 
man Beirut peacekeeping force — 
the United States.

They were unable to push the

U.N. chief recommends 
new term for UNIFIL 


UNITED NATIONS (R) — Sec- 
retary General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar has recommended a ren- 
ewal of the mandate of the 
5.7«u-man U.N. Interim Force in 
Lebanon (UNIFTL) whose cur- 
rent three-month term expires on 
Oct. 19. 

He did not say how long it sho- 
uld last, but referred to a Leb- 
anese request for a six-mooth ren- 
ewal (his time. 

The Security Council will meet 
next week to extend the life of the 
force, sent to southern Lebanon 
after a 197)^ Israeli incursion and 
.leap-frogged by last ycai's Israeli 
invasion. 

In his repon to the council. .Vir. 
Perez de Cueiiar said withdrawal 
of the force, before the Lebanese 
government was in a position to 
assume effective control of the 
area, would "unquestionably be a 
serious blow to the prospect of res- 
toring the authority of the Leb- 
anese government in sbuthern 
Lebanon as well as to the security 
and welfare of the local pop- 
ulation." 

It was particularly important to 
avoid such a development at a 
time when the Lebanese gov- 
.emment and people, following the 
recent ceasefire in the Aley and 
Sheuf regions — outside the 
UNIFIL area — were exerting 
their best efforts to achieve nat- 
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of the world body. 

Syria has even hinted that it is 
prepared to delay the est- 
ablishment of any kind of int- 
ernational observer force if it 
could be seen as panitioning Leb- 
anon. 

The official Syrian party new- 
spaper AJ-Baath commented in 
the first week of the oeasefirer 
“The U.S., which is experienced in 
panidoaing countries, is now try- 
ing to follow in Lebanon the same 
method it used in Korea, Viemam 
and Cyprus... keeping observers in 
Lebanon will eventually oeate 
dividing borders." 

A1 Baath said Syria would shi- 
eld Lebanon from partition and 
occupation. 

An observer force of some ROD 
men is envisaged under the cea- 
sefire arrangements. They would 
aim primarily at moiutoring the 
peace between Druze and Fal- 
an gist militias in the Shouf Mou- 
ntains southeast of Beirut. 

Western governments believe 
the truce could collapse soon wit- 
hout the presence of neutral obs- 
eners. 

Italy is still holding out for some 
form of U.N. involvement in the 
force. The government has dec- 
ided that any commitment to send 
Italian observers would have to be 
with the consent of fellow mem- 
bers of the Multioationa] Pea- 
cekeeping Force (MNF) and that 
coordination with the U.N. would

UNIFlL'scapacity to attain 
its objectives depended on the 
cooperation of the Israeli aut- 
horities who controlled the area. 

“Despite the difficulties enc- 
ountered. UNIFIL has been able 
to fulfil most of the interim tasks 
assigned to it...." he said. 

. With UNIFIL' s help, Mr. Perez 
de Cuellar said, the Lebanese sec- 
urity forces continued to play an 
active pan in maintaining law and 
order in the area. 


PARIS (R) — A crisis between 
France and Libya appeared to 
have been averted Friday fol- 
lowing the depanure from Tripoli 
of French citizens held up there 
for three days. 

The group of 37. whose pas- 
sports were confiscated as they 
were about to board a Paris- 
bound aircraft on Sunday, ret-, 
umed after finally being given* 
permission to leave the Libyan 
capital. 

Airpon sources said all were*: 
believed to have returned to Pari^^ 
by Thursday night but official epp^ 


firmation was not expected uniil 
later Friday. 

They said they had not been, 
mistreated but had been given no 
explanation for the bold-up. 

The incident followed the arrest 
in Paris last week of a Libyan sus- 
pected of involvement in the mur- 
.der of a Libyan businessman in 
Milan. Italy, in 1980. 

French officials were reluctant 
to link the two events but a gov- 
ernment .spokesman said France 
was not ^epuedto b^ain over 
the free ^veinent of its citizens. 


Yugoslav prime minister 
expected to visit Baghdad 


BAGHDAD (R) — Yugoslavia's 
Prime Minis ter Milka Planinc is 
expected in Baghdad this week for 
an official visit to Iraq, the official 
Iraqi news agency INA reported 
Friday. 

The agency said her Msit was at 
the invitation of Iraqi First Deputy 
Prime Minister Taha Yassin Ram- 
adan. but gave no further details. 

Diplomats said her talks would, 
focus on the Iraq-lran War, the 
situation in the Middle East and 
future economic cooperation bet- 
ween Iraq and Yugoslavia. 


The discussions would also 
cover Iraqi requests to defer debts 
to Yugoslavia running into roil- 
Uons of dollars for projects carried 
out by Yugoslav companies, they 
said. 

They estimated more than 
2U.000 Yugoslav nationals and 
about lUU Yugoslav companies 
were working on Iraqi dev- 
elopment projects, which included 
two huge dams on the Ri^r Eup- 
hrates in West Iraq, hydro-electric 
stations, lelecommuaicanons and 
housing projects.

Saudi solar energy complex ready 
to be inaugurated next Tuesday 


NICOSIA (R) — British Royal 
Marine commandos from the air- 
craft earner HMS Hermes will 
land in Cyprus later this month od 
a routine exercise, a British mil- 
itaiy source said. 

The source told Reuters the 
exercise would be announced off- 
icially this week and denied local 
reports chat it was connected with 
planned joint British-EgyptiaQ 
eiKrcises or with operations of the 
Multi-National Peacekeeping 
Force (.MNF) in Beirut. 

’ The source said the Hermes, 
due in Alexandria on Oa. 2 k! 
would remain outside territorial 
waters around Cyprus. 

Men from the Royal Marine 
commando group would be tra- 
nsferred to HMS Fearless for a 
landing on the Akamas Peninsula, 
a remote wfldemess in northwest 
Cyprus where British forces retain 
a live ammum'tibn firing range by 
agreement with the Cypriot gov.' 
emmenL the source said. 

The source said the landings 
would be noD-tactical, adding; 
“The commandos will stroll ash- 
ore — there will not be a John 
Wayne style assault on the bea- 
ches.” 

The men would carry out live 
firing practice on the Akamas 
range before returning to HMS 
Hermes. 


Hnmaniaiiy Himgariaii visits 


BAHRAIN (R) — A solar energy 
osmplex that will turn Saudi Ara- 
bia into one of the world's biggest 
users of sun power will be off- 
icially inaugurated next Tuesday, 
the official Saudi Press Agency 
(SPA) said Friday. 

The joint U.S.-Saudi project 
with a 350-kUowan capacity is 
already li gh tin g three villages nor- 
thwest of the &udi capital of Riy- 
adh. according to tl»* executive 
directoTof the National Centre for 
Science and Technology, Reza 
Obetd. 


SPA quoted Mr. Obeid as haC- 
ing told a news conference in Riy- 
adh that the project was agreed on 
during a visit to the Unit^ States 
in 1977 by King Fahd, then crown 
prince. 

He said SfOO ‘millioD had been 
allocated to finance technical pro- 
jects in the United States and 
Saudi Arabia, to be shared equally 
by both countries over five years. 

Mr. Obeid said the solar energy 
programme was being run by an' 
eight-man Saudi-U.S. board of 
directors. 


The Saudi direaors represented 
the Saudi science and technology 
centre and the minis tries of fin- 
ance and national economy, while 
the U.S. members represented the 
energy and treasury departments. 

SPA quoted Mr. Obeid as say- 
ing the solar project would be able 
to light remote villages and would 
also power desalination plants in 
the Red Sea port of Vanbu. 


He expected the capaci^ of the 
complex to be increased to 1,000 
kilowatts in the long term.

Lebanese refugees demonstrate in East Beirut 


9EIRUT (R) — Some.tO.OOO’ 
tebai^ Christians'^ marched to 
the foreign ministiy Thursday and 
appealed for help in reiuniing 
Christian refugees to their homes 
in the Shouf and Aley Mountains. 

The organisers said about 
12U,(KK) Christians fled tbe mou-- 
mains last month as Syrian- 
backed Druze militias swept thr-' 
ough in the wake of IsraeFs sud- 
den withdrawal. 

Many of them have taken ref- 
uge in schools and monasteries in 
Christian areas with little prospect 
of seeing their homes again in the. 
□ear future. 

The demonstrators. led by bis- 
hops, abbots and Christian pol- 
itii^ leaders, marched through 
the streets of East Beirut, some 
singing hymns and carrying ban- 
ners reading: "W'e want our 
homes and our villages." 


At tbe ministiy a small del- 
egation gave Foreign Minister 
.EUe Salem a petition asking the 
govenimeni to send the army into 
tbe Shouf to protect the refogees 
as they returned. 

Druze leader Walid Junblatt 
has refured to let government tro- 
ops into the area until the Druze 
and their leftist allies win more say 
in the Lebanese establishment. 

Mr. Salem also received mes- 
sages to pass on to tbe American, , 
French, Italian and British amb- 
assadors in Beirut, asking them to 
deploy their peacekeeping force in. 
tbe mountains. 

The four countries have a total 
of about 5,000 troops in Lebanon, 
all in the greater Beirut area. 

As long-awaited national rec- 
oncOiation talks began in central 
BeiruL several delegates told Mr. 
Salem they were against any dia- 


ologoe until the Druze aDowed 
back all tbe refugees and raised 
the siege of the Christian town of 
Deir Al-Qamar. 

Tbe Druze milmas have tra- 
pped about 25,000 people in the 
Shouf town for sbe weeks to foice- 
tbe surrender of 3.000 right-wing 
militiamea they say are hiding^ 
there. 

Abbot Boulos Naaman, the 
bead of tbe Maronite monastic- 
order, later told reporters the min- 
ister had promised to put their 
case ,to Prudent Amin Gemajrel 
and to tbe ambassadors. 

Tbe Druze victory in last 
month’s mountain war caused a 
dramatic demogtaphfo-t&ange in ' 
■the Shouf and Alcty are^ where 
Christians once .formed a narrow 
majority. The jDruze are now ove- 
rwhelmingty predominant. 

Mr. Junblar^s announcement of 


a sepaz^ civil administration last 
-mouth aroused speculation that he 
was planning to set up an exclusive 
Drnze canton. 

Mr. Junblatt denied this and' 
said he was in fovour of the Chr- 
istians retuniing. 

One refugee. Maroim Habr, 
said he told Mr. Safem be bad 
'formed an “organi^tioQ for tbe 
liberatioD of the mountain” which 
would use its own special mean^' 
to get the tefiigees-back.' 

The demonstrators Thursday 
carried banners describing the 
Druze leader as '’the Nero of the 
•ZOth century”. Othera criticised 
Maronite Patriarch Antonhis But- 
ros Khreishe for meeting Mr. Jun- 
•blatt in Rome earUer tfos month. 

Shops, offices and schools in 
East Beirut stayed closed to mark 
what the organisers of the march 
caOed “the day of the mountain”.

October IS, to release the herd of 
31 oryx into a fenttd-in area of 22 
square kilometres wiU be presided 
over by His Majesty King Hussein 
and senior officials fioro some of 
the world's leading wildlife con- 
servation institutions that have 
been involved in the global effort 
to save the Arabian Oryx from 
extinction.

Mufti details main thrust of social development

A vl vlAN Jordan has long con- 

centrated nu economic dev- 
elopment in promoting ins-, 
tiiutions and allocating funds but 
it has now been realised that, il the 
economic innov aiion- was not acc- 
ompanied by social development, 
the beneiits derived would not 
serve the society, the vlinister of 
Social Development in'am Al 
vluhi said Wednesday. 

Mrs. Mufti was speaking at a 
banquet meeting on “the role of 
the ministry in social dev- 
elopment" held by the Phi-, 
ladelphia Lions Club and chaired 
by its President Hant .^bu Hijieh 
at the Ammon Hotel. 

Addressing the club’s members, 
she said that social development is 
not merely raising money for poor 
people or supporting families in 
* need, handicapped people or orp- 
hans by social welfare pro- 
grammes. 

Social development also inv- 
olves protecting socie^- horn 
crime and deUnquency through 
the development of fundamental 
principles to be adopted by all sec- 
tors of the society, she said. - 

Fam^ first ^ 

Since Jordanian society Is built 
on the parenthood sbructuie. ‘*the 
ministry perceived to develop the 
family tl^ugh all Hs members as 
its first step towards sodal devr 
elopment," Mrs. Mufti said. 

She went on to say that, to pro- 
vidc-lhe lamily with good, living 
conditions and all necessary ser- 
vices wheihef in urban or rural 
areas, development Of' society 
must begin ai the local level. 

‘•To achieve the development of 
the local society, it should be first 
of an organised on the basis of 
.cooperation between the ind- 
ividuals in one self-sufficient soc- 
iety." 

The ministry nowadays, she 
said, is focusing on the dev- 
elopment of the rural and de- 
populated communities of limited 
income that “were ignored to a 
large extent in the past.*' 

Mrs. Mufd pointed out that 


women play an essential role in 
family development. The min- 
istry, therefore, is trying firstly to 
educate women through various 
programmes “so as to build pro- 
perly her family, which is the nne- 
leus of the sodety." 

Commnnity development 

As for community development ' 
as a whole. Mrs. Mufti said that 
the ministry coc^Terates with lea- 
ding men and women in the soc- 
iety as well as with official dir- 
ectors of social development, edu- 
cation, health and agriculture in 
addition to everyone concerned in 
the development of tbe local soc- 
.iety. 

Mis. Mufti said that the min- 
istry. after conducting a study on a 
certain community and depicting 
its requirement, worits together 
with the peofde concerned to imp- 
lement social services and projects 
to better, the situation in the com- 
munity." 

Ghnng examples of the min- 
istry’s successfol work in this con- 
cern, Mrs. Mufti said that through 
the Princess Rahma Development 
Centre in ASan, which draws up 
plaiB and executes projects in the 
local commumties,"- we worked 
for the developnem in three vil- 
lages namefyUm Al Basatin-Sub- 
eiha and Kraymeh." ' 

Meeting with ^oinen from 
these societies. “ X was very glad of 
their shift from traditional dem- 
ands-to needs that indicate their 
awareness regarding social dev- 
elopment," she said. 

expired that in tbe past 
the women in the villages only 
focussed on three needs revolving 
around the establishment of sew- 
ing centres, clinics and nurseries. 

“But now, with more awa- 
reness. they have started to ask for 
the cleaning of their villages, tbe 
planting of trees, more productive 
projects, educational programmes 
to promote literacy, pro^mmes 
to increase family nutrition and 
health as weD as for ftunily pla- 
nning. 

Mrs. -Mufti said that although, 
the ministry’s financial resources 
are “slim", with the cooperation 
of the vQ]agers“we have started to 
implement the projects they have 


requested as weO as implementing 
re^bilitation programmes.*’ 

“Village rehafa^tation differs 
from the cities", she pointed out. 
To stamp out poverty in thte cou- 
ntryside you need to “find work 
foe such families to earn a good 
living," she said. 

“Instead ol issuing a maximum 
of JD 12 to each family the min- 
istry has managed to raise the inc- 
ome of one famity to around JD 
4(>. rising as high as JD 2(JO. on 
occasions." slie said. 

Mik. Mufti said that combating 
poverty is the ministry’s primary 
objective and “that is why we have 
established a voluntary org- 
anisation for poor people known 
as the Social Cooperation Soc- 
iety." she s^. 

Shifting to the subject of han- 
dicapped people. Mrs. Mufti said 
that the problem cannot be dealt 
whh only through establishing 
centres for the handicapped as 
that would only ^sorb a limited 
number of people. 

The ministry, however, is wor- 
king to minimise such cases by 
educating families so as to prevent 
many of these handicaps from I 
happening in the first place. 

DeUnqnency and crime 

Juvenile delinquency is also 
hw'dled through educating the 
families and iml communities in 
how 10 prevent their children from 
becoming delinquents. 

I^garding criminals who have 
been imprisoned, vlrs. Mufti said 
that “we try to educate and train 
them inside prison and try to pro- 
vide a certain amount of money to 
their femilies.'* 

>^^en the prisoner is released, 
she added, “we always try to find 
work for them to prevent the rec- 
urrence of crime and del- 
inquency." 

Child care services is another 
aspect that the ministry is end- 
eavouring to promote by con- 
ducting a comprehensive study of 
Jordanian children and all aspects 
of their life. 

Regarding voluntary social 
work, Mr& Mufti said that it plays 
an important role in social dev- 
elojpment for “it reflects society’s 
et^mess to coof^rate and the 


good will of an dtizens in helping 
each other." 

Mrs. Mufti said that there are 
330 voluntary institutions in Jor- 
dan. We are working to gather an 
such voluntary institutions under 
one federation ‘ so as to promote 
coordinated work. 

She added that in total the min- 
istry would create nine main fed- 
erations covering various types of 
social services. 

A second area thaf the rnini^ 
is eager to organise is the financing 
operation and the gathering of 
donations “so as not to burden 
one particular sector of society." 

Mrs. Mufti stressed that social 
policy is a national responsibility 
and “not merely the responsibility 
of a ministry or an institution or 
the government." 

The minister extended her 
thanks and appreciations to the 
club for donating JD 1,000 to the 
Minist ry of Sod^ Development.

Al Ra'i: Egypt's return essential 


ALL ASPIRATIONS for ihe resioraiioo of E^pi lo the Arab ranks 
will remain at the level of feelings unless practical steps are adopted 
to realise the Egyptian return. Acourageous Arab action is needed to 
turn wishful thinking into a reality. The current Eg>'ptian stance gives 
the Arabs no excuse for hesitation in opening the way for an Egyptian 
return to rhe Arab ranks. There is no real jusnficaLion for delaying 
Egypt's return, or to present it as an issue that requires consultations 
or talks. Such a return will strengthen th&Arab ranks both politically 
and militarily. Events have proved that the Egyptian political and 
miliiafy weight has alw'ays been a significant factor in strengthening 
the Arab role in the international arena. 

It is strange that the .Arab attitude has so far confined itself to 
goodwill expressions, while more than fifty U.S. congressmen com- 
plain that an Egyptian-lsraeli cold war has started. They express 
apprehension ab*out further negative de\elopmeniswith the possible 
consequence of a new war. Such a stance towards Israel does sir- 
^angely meet no Arab rush to open avenues for Egypt to return to 
Arab ranks. Mere talk of Egypt's return to .Arab ranks no longer 
satisfies the Arab masses, as' our people expect an Arab move for 
realising this return. This is the least .Arabs can do under the current 
difficult circumstances that face the nation and its central cause. 


SawtAlShaab: Self-induced crisis 


THE ECONOMIC crisis befalling Israel is no mere outcome of 
international factors, created by the unstable world economic order, 
but an inevitable consequence of a parasitic economy overrun by 
expansionist colonial dreams. The linking of the Israeli shekel to the 
U.S. dollar is no casual result of some economic .default, hut a 
reflection of an intrinsic aspect of Israel's economy ever since its 
foundation on Palestinian soil. The dollar has invariably been a 
mother s breast to which Israel has systematically resorted to bale out 
iLs economy and high militaiy expenditure. Moreover, the dollar has 
actually been the real Israeli monetary unit, and the real cover for the 
shekel has always been the U.S. reserves flowing into Israel's coffers 
whenever needed. Israel could scarcely have survived without bil- 
lions of dollars in U.S. aid; not to mention its ability to launch such 
immense aggressive wars and campaJgnsof terror and destruction 
against the Arab Nation. 

The jusiificatioas given by Shamir and his resigning minister of 
finance can in no way save the Likud government its inevitable 
downfall. For Shamir to claim that Israel’s serious economic troubles 
are a result of inflation and government spending is a poor argument. 

It is Israefs expensive military spending, the establishment of set- , 
tlements in the occupied Arab territories and the financing of mil- 
nary operations and presence in Lebanon that has contributed to . 
Zsraefs economic burden. The Israelis have no one to blame for their 
deteriorating living conditions but their expansionist-minded and 
militarist leadership.

Al Ra’i: Real threat to the south 


ON THE eve of a meeting of representatives drawn from Lebanon's 
factions, the director of Israefs intelligence service warned the Leb- 
anese against arriving at any agreement that might endanger the 
present status and fate of Sa'ad Haddad's militias in southern Leb- 
anon. The Israeli-backed militias in the south have been con- 
tinuously armed and supported by the Israeli army. This ihieat 
clearly reveals Israefs determination to back the Haddad militia with 
a view to maintaining its domination of southern Lebanon. This 
threat is directed against ail the Lebanese and is designed to influence 
their dialogue and reconciliation conference even before they are 
given the chance to start. It also implies that Israel wants the country 
to be partitioned. Of course Israel stands to benefit from the cou- 
ntry's partition and the Lebanese should realise this fact before it is 
too late. 

Therefore, all the Lebanese are invited to speed up the process of 
reconciliation so that their leaders can reach a formula on the future 
of their countrv. The key to Lebanon's future lies in the projected 
dialogue and reconciliation conference. The Lebanese should stop 
haggling over the venue for their meeting and should foil all Israeli 
threats and blackmails by reaching a constructive and lasting agr- 
eement. 

. Al Dustour: Israel seeks partition 

REPORTS ABOUT Israel s drive to create new militias in Lebanon 
leaves no room for doubt about its real intentions in that country. 
Despite Israels claims that it is keen on safeguarding Lebanon's 
' ’Unity, it is in fact working towards creating an atmosphere of tension 
and deepening the differences among Lebanon's factions and sects. 

Israel has just announced its intention of creating new armed 
militias for the Sunni Muslims in the Kharroub region of Lebanon. 
The Israelis have been arming the militias of Saad Haddad, the 
Falangists and the Druze and have refrained from interfering in the. 
Syrian flow of arms to the Druze in the Shouf Mountains. 

Of course Israel realises that these militias will not Are a single shot 
against its forces but instead will fight among themselves and prolong 
the bloodshed and the process of destroying the country. Israels 
raov*es serve only its own cause, because they pave the way for the 
partition of Lebanon. 

: Sawt Al Shaab: Truce increasingly shaky 

- FRESH VIOLATIONS of Lebanon's present ceasefire are end- 
^ angering the shaky truce and creating new tensions as panition looms 
! ahead. TTie Lebanese must realise this fact and should take speedy 
' action to refrain from further fighting, and for starting the long- 
awaited conciliation conference to find a lasting agreement for Leb- 
anon. 

The present haggling among the factions' leaders about the venue 
of the recondliation conference should end because it is not Justified 
and not in the interest of Lebanon. The future of Lebanon and the 
saving of innocent civilian lives are more important than the venue of 
the meeting. The recent drop in the value of the Lebanese pound 
reflects the deteriorating economic situation in Lebanon, and this< 
should be heeded by the leaders of the waning factions in that, 
country. All these factors should prompt the Lebanese to come to 
agreeoiem on ihedaie and venue for the reconciliation conference to 
save their country from further destruction. 


VIEW FROM AMERICA By Franz Schurmann 

Vietnamese winds over the Sixth Fleet 


IN MID-SEPTEMBER, it had 
begun to seem as if the U.S., 
was being drawn deeper and 
deeper into the Lebanon con- 
flict. The U.S. forces had suf- 
fered their first dead. The vast 
U.S. fleet was poised off-shore 
with thousands of troops ready 
to land. American planes and 
ship-based artQlery fired aga- 
inst enemy forces in the Shouf* 
Mountains. *nioughts began to 
be expressed that maybe .Ame- 
rica's next Vietnam would be. 
not in Central America, but in 
Lebanon. 

The fatal and fateful ana- 
logies are there. In Vietnam. ‘ 
the U.S. became involved bec- 
ause it was commined to pre- 
serving the Saigon regime. In 
Lebanon, the U.S. has com- 
mitted itself to the survival of 
the Amin Gemayel regime. In^ 
Vietnam, the U.S. saw as its' 
main initial task simply bui- 
lding up the military Forces of 
the Saigon regime. In Leb- 
anon. the LLS. believes the 
"Lebanese array." if properly 


trained and equipped, can eve- 
ntually reunify the country. In 
Vietnam, the U.S. saw the 
"Vieicong" as troublemaken 
instigating unrest at the behest 
of a foreign power. In Leb- 
anon. the LLS. is gradually tak- 
ing on the view that the Druze 
and their Amal allies are ins- 
truments of Syria which, in 
turn, is descrilMd as a Soviet 
surrogate. 

Do the Washington str- 
ategists really believe this? It- 
does not maner. It is a frame of 
mind needed lo justify one 
fundamental political fact 
about Washington's rel- 
ationship to the Middle East. 
That can be explained by a lit- 
tle bit of history. 

The Middle-Eastern conflict 
during World War I (1914- 
1918) was almost entirely bet- 
ween the British and the Ott- 
oman empires. It was a war to 
see whether the old empire' 
could hold on ora new one rep- 
lace ir. Basic to beliefs on both 


sides was the conviction that 
the Middle East was such a jig- 
saw puzzle of conflicting tribes, 
dries, peoples, religions, and 
ways of life that one master 
hand was needed to rule them. 
In 1918. the British were con- 
vinced that they had become 
the master hand. 

In 1945. after World War LL 
the British realised that their 
imperial hand could no longer 
maintain so effective a grip as 
before. So they led Arab and 
Jew fight it out in Palestine, 
gave Egypt full independence, 
and acquiesced when Iraq 
swung to the left in 1958. Nev- 
ertheless, the British-owned oil 
companies continued to pump 
the oiL British advisers were 
still all over the Middle East, 
along with a rapidly growing 
corps of Americans. Despite 
the Suez debacle. Britain rem- 
ained the top military power in 
the Middle East. 

But in 1966. Britain inf- 
onned the U.S. that it could no 


longer carry the burden. And 
in 1968. it told Washington 
that.Britain's final withdrawal 
from the Middle East would 
take place in 1971. From 1971. 
a military vacuum developed in 
the Middle East, in the eyes of 
British and American str- 
ategies. 

With Vietnam still an exp- 
losive issue, there was no sup- 
port in the U.S. for the U.S. 
replacing Britain as the imp- 
erail hand in the Middle East. 
And even now there is no such 
support. But there has been' 
plenty of precedent since 
World War 11 for the U.S. rep- 
lacing Britain's imperial role, 
piece by piece. 

At times, a number of cou- 
ntries thought they could bec- 
ome the key power in the Mid- 
dle East. Israels Sharon still 
-dreams of his midget super- 
power fbrcmg the entire Mid- 
east to its knees, the way tiny 
England did to much of the 
worid in the last ceniiuy. For a 


time it s^med as' if rev- 
olutionary Iran might. 

Now we see the mighty U.S.. 
for the first time, directly int- 
roduce its power into the 
Mideasc. If Washington str- 
ate^sts deep down believe that 
there must .be an imperial hand 
in the Mideast, then it is obv- 
ious that, in their minds, there 
can only be two candidates: the 
U.S. and the Soviet Union. 

That means the Lebanon 
issue goes way beyond Leb- 
anon. It means that the U.S. 
show of force is equally int- 
ended as a message to the Sov- 
iets not to raise their level of 
support fbr the Syrians. It 
means further that the U.S. is 
shifting from the mediator role 
of a “PhO" Habib or the neg- 
otiator role of George Shultz to 
an mcreasmgly commanding 
role. 

How could this happen when 
the U.S. Congress was strongly 
opposed to further int- 
ervenrioD in Lebanon and 


when Americans were getting 
ready for the 1984 election 
campaigns? It did happen in 
1964. another eleaion year. 
And soon after the November 
1964 election, the U.S. jumped 
aD the way in into Vietnam. 

I am not predicting it will 
happen, but. as an historian, 1 
know empires usually arise not 
when a stronger power defeats 
a strong power, but when weak 
powers quarrel among the- 
mselves and fall apart because 
of their own internal dis- 
sension. That weakness pro- 
duces a power vacuum which' 
sucks in the stronger power. 
That, rather than outright con- 
quest. is how the Ottomans 
conquered much of the Middle 
East. And even the British vic- 
t<Ky in World War I was mai- 
•nly due to Turkish weakness 
and an even greater weakness 
jamong the other political for- 
ces. Unfortunately, the image 
of much if not all of the Mideast 
today is one of weakness and 
dissension. 



Opinion poiis show W. Europeans oppose deployment

BRUSSELS ~ Opinion polls 
show most West Europeans opp- 
ose the stationing of new U.S. nuc- 
lear missiles on their continent. 
But are the polls to be believed? 

The answer, opinion res- 
earchers and North Atlantic Tre- 
aty Organisation (NATO) off- 
icials say. is that much depends on 
how the question is put. 

Asked baldly if they approve of 
(he planned siting of the 
Pershing-2 and cruise missiles, to 
begin later this year, voters in aQ 
five countries scheduled to take 
the weapons — Britain. Italy. 
West Germany. Belgium and the 
Netherlands — say “no". 

The proportion of opponents 
ranges from 50 per cent in Britain ! 
to ^most 8U per cent in Belgium. ' 

But when people are asked 
more complex questions, linking 
deployment to the Soviet Union's 
SS-2U missiles, or to the fate of the 
Geneva arms talks or possible 
consequences for NATO, there is 
more support fbr the deployment' 
plan. 

Among the most avid pollsters 
in Europe is the U.S. State Dep-[ 
artment. Informed sources say the- 


U.S. has commissioned surveys in 
all deployment countries this year. 

While Che findings are being 
kept secret, the sources say large 
majorities against deployment fell 
•by almost 20 per cent when the 
question included a reference to 
the SS-20S. 

NATO governments resolved 
in 1979 to depfoy S72 Peistunp 
• and cruises in Western Europe 
from this December unless tire 
Soviet Union agreed in arms con- 
trol talks to remove SS-20s tar- 
geted on Western dries. 

In West Germany, regarded as 
the key to success for the NATO 
plan, a spate of recent polls ind- 
icated most people favoured at 
least a delay in the deployment 
schedule. 

ZDF Television's monthly pool 
last month showed 65 per cent 
support for prolonging U.S.- 
Soviet arms negotiations in Gen- 
eva and holding off deploymenc if 
there is no accord this year. 

But when the Allensbach Pol- 
ling Institute asked if the missiles 
should be deployed if there was no 
agreement. " and the Soviets kept 
ttreir SS-20s". only 4U per cent 
were opposed, whb 37 per cent in 
favour. 

Allensbach also produced a 


substantial majority for dep- 
loyment in another poll by off- 
ering people the stark choice bet- 
ween accepting the missiles or qui- 
tting NATO. 

In a June poll by the Mori Oig- 
anisadon. SO per cent of sampled 
Britons said "no'* when ask^ if 
tbe U.S. should be allowed to sU- 
tioo 160 cruises in Britain. 

But tbe same poll showed 58 . 
p^ cent would accept deployment 
if tbe British government had a ■ 
veto over their use. 

In the Netherlands, past surveys 
suggested a majority opposed the 
country taking its quota of 48 cru- 
ses, but DO major poll has been 
taken this year. 

The - Belgian magazine Pan- 
orama last month published a sur- 
vey showing that 78.8 per cent 
opposed the sitmgof nuclear arms' 
in Belgium. Tbe question made no 
reference to tbe $S-20s or tbe 
U.S.-Soviet negotiations. 

In Italy, a July poll by the mag- ' 
azine Panorama Mese showed 
59.9 per cent of Italians opposed, 
the planned deployment of 112 
cruises in Sicily. 

While negative responses app- 
eared solid in all the basing cou- 
ntries, political analysts say the 
grounds for rejection vary con- 


siderably boa coimay to country. 

Sources fomiliar with the State 
Department polls said they sho- 
wed Italian opponents were more 
anti-American and distrusted Pre- 
sident Reagan, while the main 
element in Dutch opposition see- 
med to be fear of nudear war. 

Some studies suggested West 
German opponents may be anx- 
ious about hurting relations with 
East Germany. 

A spokesn^ for the Gallup 
Polling Organisation in Britain 
said: " If s fatty obvious that we' re 
' not so staunchly pro-American in 
'.our attitudes as we were in tbe 
past." 

NATO officials who monitor 
‘public opinion say the surveys 
reveal considerable public ign- 
orance about tbe issues involved. 

Diplomats in Italy found that 
even weli-informed people tho- 
.-ught tbe missiles to be sited in Sic- 
ily would be aimed at Libya. 

“They show three things: Firstly 
,that we have not yet won tbe battle 
of public opinion, secondly thtt 
opinions are still Quid and a lot will 
depend on the outcome in Gen- 
eva. and thirdly that we haven't 
done enough yet to explain to 
people why we need the tmssiles,’' 
a seoioT NATO official said. ' 



Moi emerges from Kenyatta’s shadow as ho stop-gap

NAIROBI — In the beer tents 'at 
the Nairobi Show, black Africa's 
biggest trade fair, tbe lalk in tbe 
past week was not of politics but of 
maize, coffee and bulls. 

And around Nairobi, last 
month's election campaign pos- 
ters are already being washed off 
walls by unseasonaUy early rains. 

Kenya has returned to normal 
after 14 months of polhical uph- 
eavaL an aborted coup attempt 
and allegations of a second, 
foreign-backed plot to topple Pre- 
sident Daniel Arap Moi. 

Thanks to some adroit political 
footwork. Mr. Moi has emerged 
from the polls looking stron^r 
than at any time since he took over 
the presidency from Jomo Ken- 
yatta in 1978j according to Ken- 
yan and foreign analysts. 

The man they viewed as his only 
serious rival, former Con- 
stitutional Affairs Minister Cha- 
rles Njonjo. is languishing in the 


political wilderness pending an 
investigation into allegatioos in 
parliament that he was plotting' 
with a foreign power to unseat Mr. 
Moi. Mr. Njonjo, who has con- 
sistently denied the allegations, 
was suspended in June. 

It is generally agreed that Mr. 
Moi has emerged from tbe shadow 
of Mr. Kenyatta, t^ first pre- 
sident after independence in 
1 963'. and has silenced critics who 
saw him as a stop-gap leader. 

The label was ofren attached fo 
Mr. MoL a fonner teacher, who is 
from the minority Kalenjin tribe 
and not the Kikuyu lo which Mr. 
Kenyatta belonged and which led 
the Mau Man rebellion that pre- 
ceded independence. 

Mr. Njonjo is also a Kikuyu and 
was regarded as one of the most 
. powerf^ figures in Kenya because 
of his close association with the 
police and security arras while he 
was attorney-general from 1963 
to 1980. 

His downfall he^n in mys- 


terious circumstances. In May, 
. 1^. Moi told a rally that an unn- 
amed poUician was plotting whb a 
foreign power to overthrow him. 

Tills Jed to a chorus of pleas, 
mainly from non-Kikuyu pol- 
iticians. to name the so-called 
"traitor’'. Mr. Njonjo was duly 
named and was suspended from 
the cabinet. 

Before last month's poll many 
Kikityus feared a purge of their 
tribesmen from the post-election 
cabinet. 

The cabinet, which has been 
reduced by three, oontains four 
Kikuyus as oppored to seven pre- 
yiouriy. But foreign analysts bel- 
ieve that in the difficult exercise of 
maintaining tribal balance, tbe 
Kikuyus have got a number of 
seats in line with the size of the 
population. 

"There has been no venality, no 
revenge. It's a good mix and has 
some good people,” one Western 
d/plomat said privately a few days 
ago. 


An unexpected appointment 
• was that of George Saitoti, who 
did not run at the polls but was 
nominated as a member of par- 
liament by Mr. Moi and given the 
arduous post of finance minister. 

He is a technocrat, a former 
bank ebaimian and university 
department bead. IBs nominatioa 
has been welcomed by .some any- 
lysts as a brave break from the 
previous practice of making the 
position a political appoihtmen*. 

Tbe Kenyan economy is going 
through its worst patch since ind- 
ependence and finance por- 
tfolio is crucial. Earlier this year 
only discreet Western budgetary 
support prevented Kenya from 
breaking one of the conditions 
imposed by the International 
Monetary Fund in return for a 
SlftU-miUioo standby credh, inf- 
ormed sources said. 

This was that the budget deficit, 
which had been getting out of con- 
trol, be restrained by stricter con.- 
trols on government spending. 


Further austerity measures are 
mevit^Je in the current economic 
climate and careful m anage ment 
of the economy will remam the 
governrent's priority, the sources 
'said. 

Om bright spot on the eco- 
nomic horizon is the possible reo- 
pemng of the border with Tan- 
zania,- closed since the East Afr- 
ican Community, which also inc- 
luded Uganda, collapsed in 1977. 

Mr. Njonjo was known to be 
pleased about the breakdown of 
the community because, as a sta- 
un(^ capitalist, he distrusted the 
poUoes of socitdism and self- 
reliance of Tanzania's President* 
Julius Nyerere and one of his fol- 
_ lowers. Milton pbote, now pre- 
sident of Uganda. 

Talk in Dar Es Salaam, the 
Thnzaman capital, and Nairobi of 
reopening the border began imm- 
ediately after Mr. Njonjo feU from 
grace. This week Mr. Nyerere said 
the three countries are near agr- 
eement on distributing the former

"COPENHAGEN — Victims of 
torture arc finding new h<^ at a' 
cenne q Denmait which , aims to 
bring lasting relief from the men- 
tal and physical anguish sufEued 
long after their ordeal has ended. 

The latem^tional Reh- 
abOitatioD and Research Centre 
for Torture Victims was launched 
last December by a Danish med- 
ical team to help victims and then- 
families overcome^ physical and 

mental agonies. 

A charity which relies solely on 
donadoos private individuals 
or foundations, the centre has so 
far nursed 40 victims of torture 
from many parts ofthe world back 
to a normal life. 

‘*At the beginning 1 never tho-. 
ught we could help torture victims. 
Bui we can cure them and it is not 
difficult. The tortures are not as 
good as they think th^ are,** the 
centre’s medical director, Tngg 
Kemp Genefte. told Reuters. 

The centre, which Dr. Genefke 
said was the only one of its kind in 
the world, does not divulge the 
names or nationalities of its pat- 
ients but says victims are' referred 
to it by aid and lefrigee org- 
anisations. 

Physical effects 

There is no cure for some phy- 
sical effects such as the los^ofhea- , 
ring through “telephone” torture ’ 
— the placing of an eaiphone-like 
instrument over the ears which is 


.then repeatedly beaten on' by the 
torturer. ' ' 

But suigeiy and phyaiotberai^. 
cain retimi the frill use of his limbs 
fo a victim whose back has been, 
stretebed on a rack or who cannot 
' w^ because his have been 
mutilated. 

In addition,' the therapies wor- 
ked out'by.tbe Copenhagen te pB ? 
can help vutuns overcome such 
typical psydiological Qrmptoms as - 
nightmares, headaches, anxiety, 
depressioD and memoiy loss wit-' 
hin about four to five months. 

“ Most torture victims fry to rep- 
r^ the honors of the past, ti ke ' 
the suivivDis of ^ Nazi con- 
centration camps did. It is naturaL 
They do not like talking about 
what happened to them — not to 
'doctors, not even to their fomilies. 

“But it is essential to speak, to ' 
bring out the repressed atrocities. 
We do not use psycho- 
pharmaceuticals or calming pills ; 
because- the victim must not oy to 
forget torture. Our a™ is to make 
him' remember in a con stru c ti ve- 
way." Dr. Genefke said. • 

“Torture is like a great sorrow.-, 
Once you can analyse it, you are 
over the other ride,” she said. 

Pan of the 'reason to the tre- 
atment’s success seems to be due ■' 
to the kind of people who are sel- 
ected for torture. 

“They are strong. Tb^ are 
people who have been fighting for ■ 
a better sodew bi their country. ' 
That is why are being tor- 
tured. They are not people with a 
history of mental or alc- 


oholics. They toe wonderfol peo- 
ple aid it is easy to help them,” ' 
she said. 

fri addition to its adminisfrative 
. and medical pinma&ent staff of 
six, many doctors and nuises froin 
the nearly -Copaih^en Uni- 
veisiQr Ho^tal work at the centre 
in their spare time. 

The centre IS frying to qfrea d hs 
methods around the wodd and a

One of the basic principles is 
that nothing in the treatment sho- 
uld remind a victim of the torture 
methods. It is, for instance, par- 
ticularly difficult to use electrodes 
or even to get a victim to sh in a 
dentisf s chair. 

- The cure oooies more easily iT 
treatment begins as soon as pos- 
sible after the torture has ended. 
P^hological and physical the- 
^py should be applied sim- 
•ult^eously and the centre also 
believes in treating the family of 
the tictim. 

“In many countries wb^n they 
arrest a man, they come in the 
■ middle of the night, beat him up, 
•smash his home, usually at least* 
try to rape his wife and always kill 
the chfldren's pets. They in fact fry 
to destroy that family’s security. 

“ I call tins psychologjeal torture 
and that family needs treatment to 
get over it," Dr. Gene&e riud. 

Above all the centre aims to rel- 


ieve any feelings of guiU stilt har- 
boured by the vtetim. 

** We a^ys fry to .show torture 
vfcoms that they had so choto. 
‘‘Giving a victim the illusioD that he 
hasachdice — to confessor suffer 
[pain — is a very important part of 
,any torture because gufii. is such 
an important weapon " she said. 

" Vott have many kinds of guilt. 
That of rigning a document is onfy 
one. If be refuses to sign, the vie-, 
tiffl feels another kind of guilt bec- 
ause of whm wiO haj^en to his 
family if be dies or los& his limbs. 

“Then there is the guilt of sur- 
viving when the victim asks hhs- 
self why he was not killed nther 
than best friend, his fotlter or 
his cl^d,*! Dr. Genefke said. 

But how max^ of the world's 
torture victims wiO ever make it to 
the two-storey house in a leafy 
suburb of Copenhagen where chi- 
ldren play on the lawn while inside 
their parents recount the ordeal 
which tamed their life into a mg- 
litmaze? 

The centre depends on private 
donations as pan of its effort to 
remain apolitical. How many vic- 
tims it can treat will depend on 
how much money it receives but in 
1 984 if is unlikely to be mom than 
100, according to the centre's 
Legal Director lis EbmerOIesen. 

“It is so expensive to totuie but 
there is never a shortage of funds. 
It is neither difficult nor expensive 
to treat torture victims and it is 
'grotesque that we should lack the 
means," Dr. Gene&e said. 


Mystery of Irish crown jewels revives

DUBLIN — An elderly woman's 
recent telephone caO to police has 
revived one of the greatest mys- 
teries in Ireland's history, the ihiefi 
of the Irish crown jewels from 
Dublin Castle 76 years ago. 

The still-unexplained mystery 
has all the elements of a elastic 
^’whodunni^' — money, intrigue, 
politics, famous names and sex. 
Two people concerned with the 
safety of the jewels met violent 
.deaths and a third disappeared. 

■ Ihe saga began on the morning 
of July 6, 1907. when a safe in a 
heavi]^ guarded lower in Dublin 
Castle, tile seat of British rule in 
Ireland for centuries, was found 
open. The jewels were gone, have 
not been seen since. 

The mystery has resurfaced per- 
iodically. such as in 1948 when an 
area near Dublin was combed, 
after a fonune-teller said the jew- 
els were hidden there, and again in 
1960 when a similar flurry of sea- 
rching produced nothing. 


Then last month polto and the 
national museum were contacted 
by an elderly woman who said she 
had been taken as a child by her 
grandmother to a spot outside 
Dublin and told the jewels were 
buried there. 

The anonymous caller said she 
had been sworn to secrecy for two 
generations and the recent death 
of her father had released her 
from this promise. 

Altiiou^ police were inclined 
to treat the matter as a hoax, the 
museum was impressed by the 
woman's detailed information and 
ordered a full-scale search. 

A field in the Dublin mountains 
southwest of the capital was int- 
ensively searched by police armed 
with metal-detectois and shovels 
but nothing was found. However, 
police announced the search for 
the jewels would ooorinue. 

The jewels — a star and badge 
encrusted with diamonds, eme- 
ralds and rubies and reputed to be 
.worth over £2 million (S3 million) 
— were given to the older of Saint 
Patrick by King William IV of 
England in J830,, 


They have no connection with 
■the ancient kings of Ireland who 
ruled the countiy until the 12ih 
century. 

The order, founded in 1783 by 
King George 111 of England as a 
'perk for the Irish ascendancy, was 
a select body of knights appointed 
by the crown. The jewels were 
worn by the sovercign when vis- 
iting Ireland. 

The recent approach to police 
by the woman, whose famify was 
reported to have been mvolved in 
Ireland's independence struggle, 
reinforced speculation that the 
theft was the work of Republicans 
out to embarrass the monarchy. 

The theft took place only days 
before King Edward VII of Eng- 
land was due to visit Ireland, 
where he would have worn the 
jewels at ceremonial occasions. 

But a big question remains — . 
how could anyone have entered 
and left unnoticed the most secure 
pan of the most secure building in' 
Ireland? Speculation that it was an 
‘inside job has raged ever since. 

Prime suspects at the time were 


three heraldic officers and an ass- 
istant appointed to look after the 
jewels. There were suggestions 
that one of them. Sir Arthur Vic- 
ars, was homose?nial and might 
■have beenblackmailed into takfog 
part in the theft. 

- Another ihetald, Francis Sha- 
ckleton, brother of Antarctic ex^ 
loref Earnest Shaekleton. was in 
London at the time of the theft but 
was reported to have prophesied 
just 48 !x>urs before that the jew- 
els might be stolen. 

Detectives of Scotland Vard, 
headquarters of the London met- 
ropolitan police, were called in to 
investigate and submitted a report 
naming the person or persons they 
believed were behind (he thefr. 
But nothing more was heard and 
the report itself vanished. t 

The final mystery is the saga 
came in 1927. when according to 
cabinet minutes only recently rel- 
eased. the first Irish government 
discussed the purchase of the 
crown jewels from Britain. As far 
as is known they were never pur- 
chased.

It is not what Prime Minist er 
Geoi;^ Price intended when be 
recently quoted the Biblical pro- 
verb, “he who tiUs the land ^aU 
reap much bread,'’ in urging Bel- 
ae's 150,000 mb^hants to take 
ipore interest in agricuhuro. 


Unempkiyment and the lure of 
quick riches have prompted a 
boom in the cultivation of mar- 
ijuana which, according to foreign 
diplomats, h^ surpassed sugar as 
titt country’ s Single largest income 
earner. 

Marijuana thrives in the sub- 
tropics of this sparsely populated 
Central American country where 
only 1 5 per cent of all cultivable 
land is being used. 

It is big business but it spells 
troubles. Manuel Esquivel, leader 
of the United Democratic Opp- 


orition Party, told Reuters: “The 
whole thing is getting out of con- 
trol.” 

There is evidence that mar- 
ijuana planters ate buying arms to 
protect their valuable crops from 
what they think is a United 
States-backed drive to put them 
out of business. 

Belize borders Mexico and 
Guatemala and in October last 
Mexican ] helicopters sprayed 
thousands of acres (hectares) of 
Belizean marijuana with the killer 
herbicide paraquat. 


Foreign diplomats said the ope- 
ration was paid for by the U.S. 
Drug Enforcement Agency 
they anticipated another spraying 
within the next few months. 

Customs officials on the border 
with Mexico said drugs often were 
traded for arms stocked by pla- 
nters preparing to defend their 
crops from anotiier spraying. • 
“If there's another spraying 
there will be trouble. Blood will 
flow.” said farmer Vernon Dun- 
can, who has a citrus grove near 
the northern border town

Hong Kong watchmakers 
declare cognac war on France 


HONG KONG (R) — Local 
watch manufacturers, annexed by 
French restriaions on their exp- 
orts, are urging consumers to 
drink their cognac more slowly. 

A campaign launched this week 
advises the British colony's 53 
million people to “sip your cog- 
nac. don’t gulp it.” 

Hong Kong exports more wat- 
ches than anywhere else in the 
world. But the French, defying a 
ruling tom the General Agr- 
eement on Tariffr and Trade 
(GATT), have refused to lift uni- 
lateral import restrictions on 
Hong Kong-made quartz watches. 

Besides making so many wat- 
jices, Bong Kong also consumes 
mote high-q uality cognac per cap- 


ita than anywhere else in the 
world. 

Last year colony residents spent 
nearly 60U million Hong Kong 
doUara (about S73 million) on 
cognac, a third of the value of all 
their imports tom France. 

The watchmakers feel that dri- 
nking less imported cognac will 
serve as retaliation to the French 
for their refusal to take all the wat- 
ches that Hong Kong wants to 
expon to them. 

They tried a similar programme 
last year when they plastered 
Hong Kong walls with posters cal- 
ling for a complete boycott of 
French cognac. But the prestige 
cognac habit is so engrained here 
that the boycott met with only 


very limited success. 

The cusitom is to drink cognac 
from ordinary water glasses, ^ed 
nearly to the top. before, during 
and ^er meals. 

*nie chairman of the Hong 
Kong watch manufaaurers’ ass- 
ociation, Mr. Warren Hui. said the 
best way of getting back at France 
was to ^t people to drink cognac 
“properly.” 

He said drinking co^ac thr- 
oughout the’ meal was incorrect. 
There should be just one glass at 
the end of dinner and “you should 
hold it and warm it and then the 
favour will come out.” 

That way, he added, the drinker 
could get the enjoyment without 
pouring money into France.

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Parkinson s mistress puts the record straight 

Thatcher’s protege quits 
after 1-week public furore 


LONDON (R) — Britain's trade and industry sec- 
retary Cecil Paridnson resigned Friday, a week after 
admitting an extra-marital affair with his fonner 
secretary. 


A govemmem statement said 
Mr. Parkinson. 52. had tendered 
his resignation and Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher accepted it 
with regret. 

The announcement came in a 
one*sentence announcement from 
Mrs.Thatcher'soffice at 10 Dow- 
ning Street. 

Mr. Parkinson s resignation fol- 
lowed b>' his pregnant mistress. 
Sara Iveays. published on the front 
page of The Times newspaper Fri- 
day. in which she said public opi- 
nion and press judgment had been 
influenced by inadequate inf- 
ormation. speculation and the 
government’s desire to restore 
.Mr. Parkinson’s position. 

Miss Keays. 36. said her baby 
was conceived in a long, loving 
relationship which she allowed to 
continue because she believed she 
would eventually many the min- 
ister. 

Mr. Parkinson, a debonair 
self-made millionare. was a Tha- 
tcher protege and had been tipped 
in political circles as a possible 
future prime minister. 

.As chairman of the ruling Con- 
servative Party, he masterminded 
her successful re-election cam- 
paign last June. 

Only Thursday at the party’s 
annual conference in the seaside 
resort of Blackpool. .Mr. Par- 
kinson had insisted he was det- 
ermined to Slav in office. 


A number of Conservative 
Members of Farliameni had ear- 
lier urged him to resign, but he was 
given a warm welcome when he 
appeared at the conference with 
his wife and it seemed he might 
ride the scandal out. 

Miss Keays said in her sta- 
tement in The Times that Mr. Par- 
kinson had proposed marriage, 
but changed his mind after he 
found out last May she was exp- 
ecting his baby. 

She said he sought a rec- 
onciliation on polling day last J une 
and again asked her to marry him.

Independent panel set up 
to probe Aquino’s death 


MANILA iRt — President Fer- 
dinand Marcos Friday formally set 
up a new fact-finding board to 
investigate into the assassination 
of opposition leader Benigno 
Aquino, the government said Fri- 
day. 

An official siatemem made it 
clear the members of the new 
board have still to be chosen from 
parliament, as well as business, 
labour, education and legal gro- 
ups. 

Mr. Marcos signed a pre- 
sidential decree abolishing the 
earliur commission and assigned 
to a new board '-all the facts and 
circumstances surrounding the 
death of Aquino," 

The statement said the new 
body was free to start afresh and 
was not constricted in any way by 
the earlier commission, members 
of which resigned last .Monday. 

Mr. Vfarcos set up the first 
commission on Aug. 24. three 


days after Sen. Aquino was killed 
as he was esconed from the plane 
that brought him home after three 
years of self-imposed exile in the 
United States. 

The probe was brushed aside by 
Sen. Aquino's relatives and pol- 
itical allies as lackmg in imp- 
anialiiy, and its hearings were 
suspended for almost a month 
pending a Supreme Court decision 
on peiiiions challenging its ieg- 
ality. 

The new board will be com- 
posed of a chairman and at least 
four but not more than six mem-*' 
bers. including two chosen by the 
national assembly, the statement 
said.

SANTIAGO (Rl — A man was 
shot dead in a poor district of San- 
tiago Thursday night at the end of 
three days of protest against the , 
government of Gen. Augusto Pin- 
ochet. police reported Friday. 

They said the viaim came from 
the working class section of Pue- 
nte AJto. Another man driving 
through the same area was shot 
and taken to hospital in serious 
condition. 

Earlier, students fought a 
three-hour pitched battle with riot 
police and poor and unemployed 
workers set tyres alight and threw 
up stone barricades in their com- 
munities that suirouned this city. 

Journalists who visited tbe dis- 
tricts. the scene of the most violent 
outbursts against Gen. Pinochet’s 
government over the past five 
months, reported heavy firing of 
tear gas grenades by police. 


.Most of the working class dis- 
tricts were surrounded by riot pol- 
ice and radio reports said there 
were many arrests. 

Oemoostrators cut Chfle's main 
pan-American highway by thr- 
owing boulders across the road, 
interrupting traffic for several 
hours, the reports added. 

Police and students clashed at 
three university campuses during 
the day. the most serious action 
occurring outside the education 
faculty of the University of Chile 
where several students were inj- 
ured in a three-hour stone- 
throwing battle with police. 

Police used dozens of rounds of 
* tear gas grenades to keep the stu- 
dents confined to their grounds 
and the fighting stopped at nig- 
htfall when the students filed out 
peacefully to return home. 


' Politick observers said Thn- 
rsda/s demonstrations were less 
violent than the previous ones 
held every month since May and in 
which almost 50 people have died. 

In other developments four pol- 
ice were injured and 35 students . 
arrested in demonstrations in 
Chfle's major port of Valparaiso. 

In the southern city of Con- 
cepcion the body of an uni- 
dentified youth with a tear gas 
grenade lodged in his stomach was 
found Thui^ay morning, the ind- 
ependent Radio Cooperariva said. 

It added that claries between 
police and students broke oat in 
the evening in the ci^. 515 kil- 
ometres south of the capital. 

A police corporal on guard duty 
was shot dead here Thuisday 
morning by three unidentified 
gunmen, but police did not relate 
the killfog to the protests. 


U.S. envoy talks to Nicaraguan junta 


.MANAGUA (R) — Nicaragua's 
army has reported fresh battles 
with anti-eoveronient rebels and 
told a visiting U.S. official they 
could not operate without ass-, 
isiance from the Central Int- 
elligence Agency (CIA). 

Army sources said high-rankmg 
officers, including military int- 
elligence chief Julio Ramos, out- 
lined details of CIA support for 
right-wing insurgents in a closed- 
door meeting Thursday night with 
U.S. Assistant Secretary of State 
Langhome Motley, the most sen- 
ior U.S. offidal to visit Nicat^ua 
in over a year. 

His two-day Msit coincided with 
a tour of Central America by the 
bipartisan commission set up by 
President Reagan to draft rec- 
,ommendationsforlong-rai^ pol- 
icy on the turbulent region. 

The commission, beaded by 
former Secretary of State Hen- 
ry Kissinger, is scheduled to arrive 
in Managua Thursday on the final 
stop of its tour after a one-day stay 


in Honduras. 

The sources said Mr. Motley 
-had listened silently and taken 
notes when office'rs Usted details 
on the number and location of 
rebel camps in Honduras and 
Costa Rica, the strength of ins- 
urgent units, their weapons, and 
the names and ranks of U.S. per- 
sonnel advising the insurgents. 

Mr. Motley arrived Thursday, 
three days ater U.S.-backed ins- 
uigents attacked Nicaragua’s Pac- 
ific port of Corinto and caused a 
huge oil blaze whkh forced the 
evacuation of Corinto's 40,000 
population.
